Street, near liathaway Acres, 
and later the seme day extend- 
ed their operations to Andover 
Street - only to be forced to 
stop work by the rain. 
(Rain has consistently fallen 
every time in the past year 
just after Campanella & Cardi 
had the streets regraded, 
jestroying the grading efforts 
and keeping the two streets in 
a condition that has been com- 
pared, by one resident, to the 
battlefields of Srance in 
World War I.) 
Part of Job 

The Woburn and Andover Street 
repairs are only part of the 
work that is to be done short- 
ly, to recondition Wilmington 
streets damaged by gravel 
truck: 

Don Kidder, 
board of Selectmen, 
ment Monday evening, reported 
that State pw Construction 
Fngine had agreed to recon- 
struct st Street, near the 
‘Deacon's Curve’, and that 
other work will be done, but 
not all in a degree satisfact- 
ory to the Wilmington Board of 
selectmen. 

Kidder reported that the 
State will construct a ditch 
10 feet wide an4 two feet deep 
from relocated Woburn Street, 
in North Wilmington to well 
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beyond the Serrows Vell Field, 
part of Wilmington’s water 
supply. 

Water, dirt and salt, from 
the new highway had threatened 
to contaminate the wells. 

On the other hand the contro- 
versial overflow from the new 
Woburn Street bridge area, (at 
what was formerly Park Street) 
will probably remain 4 open 
ditch, Selectman Hagerty and 
others had attempted to have 
a culvert put in, believing 
the ditch to be a danger to 
children and motorists, 

Steel agreed with the Sel- 
ectmen that on Ballardvale St. 
near the Friends Farm a dan- 
gerous condition existed, be- 
cause of the sudden narrowing 
of the street near a blind 
curve. tie did not know if any 
thing could be done about it. 

Neither Kidder nor Steel 
could find anything wrong with 
culverts near the junction of 
Woburn Street and Andover St. 
Kidder was subsequently ad- 
vised that another culvert 
existed, and it was this which 
was broken. 

™ Cecil Lwncaster told Kid- 
der that he would have the 
town Sngineer look for the 
culvert, and report. 

A new swampy area, on Woburn 
Street, near Kidder’ s home was 
declared to have been caused 
by reason of a faulty calcul- 
ation in laying drains under 
the new Interstate tlighway 92. 
Steel told Kiduer, according 
to Kidder’ s report, that the 
State would try to take care 
of the condition, under ease-

Some of our citizen's are starting to look 
down their noses at the proposal of Selectman 
Francis Hagerty to try to have the Commonweal th 
rebuild Main Street into a four lane highway. 

They claim it will just be so much wasted 
effort. They scoff at any possibility of get- 
ting the State to do the work 

The possibility does exist that it will be 
wasted effort. But Mr. Hagerty has a very good 
idea, and if by any chance we can get the 
street rebuilt the work will fulfill a long 
existing need. 

We think it was in 1920 or 1921 that the 
state constructed the present highway. It is 
now nearly forty years old. It is sadly out of 
date. If we can get it done it will be for the 
benefit, not only of our people, but motorists 
all over the Commonweal th. 

The distance involved, from the junction of 
Route 38 and 129, below Wilmington Square, to 
the Tewksbury line, in something over 11,000 
feet. A four lane highway would cost somewhere 
around a million dollars. 

At the present time the Commonwealth has 
about $8 millions allocated to it by the Fed- 
eral government, on a 50 - 50 basis, for the 
construction of secondary highways. 

The money is going to be spent. It would do 
more good in Wilmington than in some other 
places that may want work of this type. 

We don't always agree with Mr. Hagerty, but 
this is one time we will. Let's do everything 
possible to help, and not scoff by the side- 
lines.

ON THE B ING OF OLD woOD 

The Wilmington Board of Health is prepared 
to ask the Selectmen to discontinue the burning 
of old lumber, trees, and other wooden mater- 
dials on Abigail's Island. 

For several years this island, in the middle 
of Nod Pond, and in the center of the Water 
Department reservation, has been used for trash 
burning. Recently, for some reason, old trash 
lumber has been sent down to the privately 
operated "town dump" on South Main Street, by 
some town officials. 

The Board of Health does not like the idea 
of burning trash in the middle of Wilmington's 
water supply. 

The neighbors of the "town dump" don't like 
the idea of burning trash in their neighborhood 
- even as a favor to the town. 

So the Selectmen are going to be asked to 


find another site - in their spare time, of 


course.

the police and the teachers, but with the peo- 
ple who provide those bikes for the 10 year 
olds, ~ the parents.
